“I  am  the  Lord’s  lor  service  or  for 
sacrifice,”  said  one  of  the  first  four 
missionaries  sent  out  by  Southern  Ba[> 
tists  in  1951  as  he  appeared  before  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Richmond, 
Va.,  for  appointment.  He  is  Rev.  Joba 
Nathaniel  Thomas  of  Liverpool,  England, 
who  along  with  his  wife,  and  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Curthbert  Abell  of  Ennis, 
Tex.,  were  appointed  for  overseas  ser¬ 
vice  at  the  January  meeting  of  tha 
Board. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  are  not  new 
missionaries  for  they  went  to  Colombia 
in  1936  to  serve  under  the  auspices  at 
the  Worldwide  Evangelization  Crusade. 
His  appointment  to  Colombia,  South 
America,  came  after  he  had  completed 
two  years  of  study  in  the  Theological 
College  of  Wales. 

They  did  pioneer  evangelistic  work  ih 
several  different  stations  in  Colombia 
and  met  with  organized  Catholic  op¬ 
position  on  every  hand.  They  have  beea 
stoned,  have  had  their  Bibles  and  tracta 
torn  to  bits  and  stuffed  down  their  necks, ' 
and  have  had  their  public  services  dis¬ 
rupted  in  many  ways. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  are  Baptist 
by  conviction  —  as  conviction  that  grew 
out  of  a  study  of  God's  Word.  She  joined 
a  Swedish  Baptist  church  a  few  months 
after  her  conversion  at  the  age  of  six¬ 
teen  because  her  beliefs  were  in  lina 
with  the  teachings  of  the  church.  But 
it  was  not  until  he  was  serving  on  tha 
mission  field  in  Colombia  that  Mr. 
Thomas  decided  that  he,  too,  must  be¬ 
come  a  Baptist.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RNS) —  Dele¬ 
gates  to  the  32nd  annual  meeting  of 
the  Associated  Church  Press  here  fo¬ 
cussed  attention  on  the  role  of  religious 
journalism  in  world  affairs. 

A  feature  of  the  three-day  meeting 
of  Protestant  editors,  which  had  as 
its  theme,  "Our  World  and  the  Church 
Press.”  was  an  all-day  session  at  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  State. 

The  editors  heard  high-ranking  gov¬ 
ernment  officials  discuss  the  U.  S.  over¬ 
seas  information  program,  the  general 
situation  in  United  States  foreign  policy, 
the  Far  East,  the  role  of  the  United 
Nations  in  combatting  aggression,  U.  S. 
policy  in  a  divided  Germany,  and  the 
purposes  and  accomplishments  of  the 
Technical  Cooperation  Program  in  so- 
called  “crushed  areas.” 

Following  sessions  at  the  State  De¬ 
partment,  the  editors  met  with  govern¬ 
ment  officials  for  a  general  editorial 
round-table  discussion  of  United  States 
foreign  policy.  The  round-table  confer¬ 
ence  was  presided  over  by  Harold  E. 
Fey,  retiring  president  of  the  ACP  and 
managing  editor  of  The  Christian  Cen¬ 
tury,  Chicago. 

It  was  generally  agreed  among  the 
editors  that: 

(1)  The  Communist  movement  pre- 
State  sents  a  serious  threat  to  the  world  be- 

member,  cause  of  its  uncompromising  attitude 
and  complete  antipathy  to  the  religious 
approach. 

(2)  Denial  of  religious  life  by  the 
Communists  is  creating  uneasiness 
among  the  general  population  in  satel¬ 
lite  countries.

MEMBERSHIP  TRANSFERRED 

The  constant  problem  that  “irks”  Bap¬ 
tists  is  the  fact  that  we  have  so  many 
members  that  move  from  one  com¬ 
munity  to  another  and  do  not  immediate¬ 
ly  transfer  their  church  membership. 
Th*1*  >re  many  reasons  why  people 
do  this.  Some  are  timid,  some  indif¬ 
ferent,  some  are  cold.  There  are  some 
personalities  who,  if  they  are  reached 
immediately  when  they  move  to  a  com¬ 
munity,  make  good  fine  church  mem¬ 
bers  on  whom  you  can  depend 

There  ore  others  who  or#  vary  dif¬ 
ficult  to  roach  and  in  yih  of  iho  fact 
*hat  lha  church  members  ge  all-out 
In  visitation  and  giving  a  warm  wel- 
coma,  they  still  do  net  come  into  the 
church  membership  without  continuous 
pressure. 

We  know,  however,  daring  this  Sim¬ 
ultaneous  Evangelistic  Crwsade  that 
many  Baptists  have  transferred  then- 
membership  to  the  local  church  or  the 
ehurch  within  their  neighborhood.  That 
alone  is  a  wonderful  result  of  such  a 
revival  crusade. 

RESTORATIONS 

It  has  been  the  experience  m  nearly 
every  revival  that  someone  has  pre¬ 
sented  himself  for  restoration.  Some 
elderly  people  in  certain  revivals  have 
presented  themselves  for  church  mem¬ 
bership  asking  that  they  be  restored. 
Some  were  “disciplined”  by  churches 
many  years  ago  tor  some  infraction  af 
church  rales.  These  individuals  have 
been  restared  to  their  church  relation¬ 
ship.  Some,  of  course,  were  restored 
mm  ply  because  they  could  not  get  a 
letter  from  a  Baptist  church  somewhere 
because  the  churches  have  been  Mown 
away  or  burned  down  or  ceased  to  ex¬ 
ist  because  of  a  transient  population. 

These  “restored”  Baptists  can  become 
a  great  tower  of  strength  far  Baptists. 
We  trust  that  every  “restored"  Bap¬ 
tist  will  give  his  or  her  full  powers  ia 


developtog  the  church  to  which  they 
have  cone. 

DEDICATIONS  OF  LIFE 

How  thrilling  it  is  to  see  young  people 
walk  the  aisle  of  a  Baptist  church  giv¬ 
ing  expression  to  the  dedication  of  their 
hearts  to  fulltime  Christian  work  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many 
young  men  have  dedicated  their  lives 
to  the  ministry  or  to  the  mission  field. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  bow 
many  young  ladies  have  dedicated  their 
lives  to  fulltime  Christian  work  such 
as  church  secretaries,  educational  di¬ 
rectors,  as  well  as  foreign  missionaries. 

Many  young  poopU  have  do  dies  tod 
their  lives,  stating  that  thoy  do  not 
know  sxaetty  what  Iho  Lord  wants  them 
to  do  with  thoir  lives,  but  that  thay  ara 
parfactfy  willing  to  toWaw  wherever  Ha 
toads.  Such  results  thrill  us  aB. 

FUTURE 

God  has  given  as  a  great  blessing. 
In  spite  of  difficulties  in  many  places 
there  has  sprung  up  a  real  revival  ia 
our  convention  life.  Sorely  it  shall  not 
die  with  the  closing  out  of  the  revival 
campaign.  In  true  dedications  of  heart, 
mind  and  spirit,  am  must  make  our 
churches  what  they  ought  to  be.  Each 
church  member  ought  to  be  utterly  de¬ 
pendable  in  every  way.  We  should  honor 
God  with  our  time,  our  talents,  and  our 
money.  Every  Baptist  out  to  be  a  tither; 
every  Baptist  ought  to  be  a  soul-winner. 
God  cam  use  that  type  people.

Verona  Adds  Annex 

The  Verona  depot  building  has  given 

work  far  the  Lard.  Purchased  *by*  the 
church  far  %B»,  the  building  was  moved 
by  Deacon  Hollis  Mattox.  Having  been 
renovated  R  is  furnishing  four  junior 
rooms,  three  primary  rooms,  a  nursery, 
kitchen  and  general  assembly  room. 
The  upstairs  provides  space  for  the 
young  people  and  intermediates.  The 
building  is  connected  to  the  church  by 
a  breezeway. 

This  is  the  second  addition  made  to 
the  property  since  the  coming  of  Rev. 
S.  E.  Byler  as  pastor  in  September.  A 
building  program  was  launched  for  a' 
$9,000  pastorium  in  October  and  the 
house  was  occupied  December  1.  The 
three  bed-room  structure  is  half  paid 
for  already. 

A  baptistry  has  been  added  to  the 
church  by  the  newly  organized  Brother¬ 
hood. 

During  these  first  six  months  of  Mr. 
Byler’s  pastorate,  53  have  been  added 
to  the  membership,  28  by  baptism. 
Three  have  surrendered  for  the  minis¬ 
try.  The  Sunday  School  attendance  is 
at  an  all-time  high  and  the  income  has 
grown  from  $450  in  Septermer  to  nearly 
$1,000  in  awe  month,  or  an  avenge  of 
$675.  The  ehurch  has  raised  the  pas¬ 
tor’s  salary  by  $25  per  month.  It  has 
adopted  a  pay-as-you-go  plan  for  re¬ 
modeling  its  annex. 

The  church  also  has  an  eye  for  the 
future,  for  plans  are  in  progress  to 
erect  a  new  edifice  aevenl  years  hence 
which  wiD  be  more  centrally  located  in 
the  community.

TO  THE  UNITED  STATES  has  been 
entrusted  power  beyond  that  ever  pos¬ 
sessed  by  any  other  nation  in  the  history 
of  the  world.  Others  have  suffered  more, 
but  to  us  now  has  been  given  the  un¬ 
sought  prize  of  determining  the  destiny 
of  the  free  world. 

We  are  here  quietly,  thoughtfully  con¬ 
sidering  the  challenge  of  this  crisis, 
realizing  that  the  present  conflict  is 
far  more  difficult  and  complex  and  dan¬ 
gerous  than  either  World  War  I  or  World 
War  II. 

Paul  states  the  case  accurately,  “We 
wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but 
against  principalities,  against  powers, 
against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this 
world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in 
high  places.” 

That  is  to  say,  the  conflict  now  is  be¬ 
tween  ideologies.  It  is  not  just  Russia, 
it  is  not  just  Red  China,  it  is  not  one 
nation.  It  is  the  crisis  of  the  conflict 
of  WeaS'stKf  ideals.  Shall  we  have  a  free, 
democratic  world,  or  shall  we  have  an 
enslaved,  communistic  world? 

Shall  the  rulers  be  the  ruled,  or  shall 
we  be  ruler  by  dictators?  Shall  we  have 
freedom  of  speech  and  freedom  of  re¬ 
ligion,  or  shall  we  now  have  churches 
closed  and  a  censorship  put  on  all  free 
speech?  Shall  this  be  a  godless  or  a 
godly  civilization  for  the  years  ahead? 

You  cannot  kill  ideas  with  bombs. 
We  are  beginning  to  see  that  subordinate 
are  the  actual  forces  of  armed  men  and 
primary  are  the  forces  that  will  get  the 
truth  into  the  thinking  of  men.  We  can 
stop  this  error,  only  as  those  of  us 
having  the  truth  clearly  and  persuasively 
and  victoriously  present  that  truth. 

Jesus  came  into  a  world  of  crisis. 
Having  all  the  resources  of  heaven  and 
earth  he  chose  three  to  meet  the  de¬ 
structive  ideology  of  paganism.  He  went 
about  teaching,  preaching  and  healing 
humanity's  hurt,  healing  diseased  minds, 
healing  diseased  bodies,  healing  broken 
hearts,  healing  animosities  and  prej¬ 
udices,  and  we  must  do  likewise.  It  is 
so  simple  as  to.  be  missed. 

It  is  no  time  for  littleness  and  self- 
concern.  It  is  no  time  to  be  seeking 
selfish  advantage.  It  is  no  time  to  pre¬ 
serve  one’s  own  exemption.  It  is  a  time 
for  greatness.  Our  sealed  orders  have 
been  broken.  We  have  been  ordered  to 
go  into  all  the  world  and  meet  this  sit¬ 
uation  as  it  can  only  be  met,  by  “put¬ 
ting  on  the  whole  armor  of  God”  defen-

(Continued  from  Page  One) 
when  he  became  convinced  that  the 
beliefs  of  the  Baptist  denomination  are 
in  keeping  with  Bible  teaching. 

While  on  their  first  furlough  they 
joined  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Everett,  Wash.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry.  Then  the  churrfc 
sent  them  back  to  Colombia  as  church- 
sponsored  missionaries. 

They  had  been  interested  in  the  work 
of  Southern  Baptists  since  its  inception 
in  Colombia  in  1942.  So  it  was  on  their 
way  hack  that  they  stopped  at  Bar- 
ranquilla  and  became  acquainted  with 
Mr  H.  W.  Schweinsberg. 

They  are  also  Southern  Baptists  by 
conviction.  Mr.  Thomas  said:  “We  were 
sold  on  the  program  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  We  liked  the  sane  approach  to  the 
evangelistic  problem  of  Colombia.  Wo 
were  convinced  that  the  methods  applied 
to  the  work  were  right.  From  the  very 
first  we  felt  ourselves  to  be  in  perfect 
harmony  with  the  Colombian  Mission.” 

Mr  Thomas  says,  “Southern  Baptists 
are  reaping  a  harvest  in  Sooth  America 
today.  Your  mission  work  there  is  'in 
limelight.  This  is  true  because  you  have 
provided  attractive  buildings.  The  peo¬ 
ple  appreciate  it  and  take  notice.  The 
Latin  mind  is  used  to  cathedrals  and  M 
can’t  associate  a  true  religion  with  an 
unattractive  place  of  worship.  The  faet 
that  Southern  Baptists  have  put  up 
church  buildings  is  an  indication  to  them 
that  you  are  there  to  stay.  They  believe 
that  religion  is  just  as  good  as  its  pre¬ 
sentation.  A  poor  presentation  means  a 
poor  or  cheap  religion.  Latin  Americana 
are  essentially  a  religious  people.  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  are  presenting  their  work 
with  dignity  and  are  reaching  people 
from  the  three  classes  —  poor,  middle, 
and  upper.” 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Abell,  who  are  now  stu¬ 
dents  in  Southwestern  Baptist  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary  at  Fort  Worth,  have  been 
interested  in  serving  in  Latin  America. 
This  keen  interest  has  grown  out  of 
their  mission  work  with  the  Mexican 
people  in  Fort  Worth.  “But,”  they  said, 
“we  are  willing  to  serve  wherever  a 
doctor  is  needed.”  They  were  appointed 
to  Nigeria  where  there  it  immediate 
need  and  opportunity. 

Greatly  interested  in  both  electrical 
engineering  and  medicine,  he  chose  the 
Utter  because  he  felt  that  in  this  field 
be  could  render  greater  service  to  oth¬ 
ers.  It  was  while  serving  on  the  Baptist 
St^At  Union  Council  in  his  sophomore 
year  in  college  that  he  felt  called  to 
medical  mission  service.  He  received  his 
medical  training  in  the  Baylor  University 
College  of  Medicine. 

Dr.  Abell  served  is  a  medical  officer 
in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II.

CONCERNING  THE  COVENANT 
God  made  the  covenant  with  Abraham 
and  his  children,  and  the  children  broke 
K  many  times,  bn  numerous  instance* 
of  such  breach  on  the  part  of  the  people. 
God  proposed  to  reaffirm  It  M  the  peo¬ 
ple  would  fulfill  their  responsibility  to 
serve  Him  only.  The  question  is  fre¬ 
quently  asked  as  to  whether  this  cov¬ 
enant  between  God  and  the  children  of 
Abraham  Is  Mill  In  force. 

Biblical  students  are  divided  on  this 
question.  Some  of  them  believe  that 
the  esvearst  still  Mads  and  that  the 
Jews  are  destined  to  return  to  the  Holy 
Land,  and  that  Christians  are  obligated 
to  assist  In  this  achievement.
